MOROCCAN TREATY 


Commerce Rights of All Nations Guar- 


anteed, Says Durand the British 


Ambassador. 


Washington," April IS.—Sir Mortimer 


Durand, the British ambassador, dis- 
cussed with Acting Secretary Loomis 
the Moroccan situation, and gave fresh 
assurances that it was not the inten- 
tion of either "Great Britain or France, 
when the agreement between them of 
April, 1904, respecting Egypt and Mo- 
rocco was signed in London, injurious- 
ly to affect the commercial rights of 
other nations in Morocco.

NEAR DEATH 


Now No Hope for Recovery 


of Joseph Jefferson 


GREAT AGTOR ALMOST GONE 


Bulletin This Noon Says He May Live 


Indianapolis, Ind., April IS. — Four 


newsboys were killed and a score in- 
jured in a panic in Masonic temple, 
following a false cry of fire while the 
youngsters were struggling to obtain 
free tickets to a theater. The dead: 
Carl Laurel, 13; Homer Williamson, 
11; Ed Morrissey, 12; Louis Scheiger, 
15. 


The theater tickets were being dis- 


tributed by the -traveling represen- 
tative of a patent medicine firm. 
Long before the time appointed for 
the distribution of the tickets the stairs 
of the Masonic temple were crowded 
with a pushing, yelling crowd of news- 
boys, each anxious to be first to re- 
ceive his pass. When the distribution 
began the excitement became more in- 
tense, and the efforts of several police- 
men who had been detailed to prevent 
trouble were unavailing. It is alleged 
by a witness that one of the boys, in 
the endeavor to hasten the exit of 
those who had received their passes, 
shouted "Fire!" Immediately those'at 
the top faced about and with almost 
superhuman strength began to force 
their way to the bottom of the stairs. 
Shrieks and physical encounters fol- 
lowed for a few seconds, when from 
some cause those near the top fell 
headlong upon the struggling mass at 
the bottom. 


Immediately policemen from the cen- 


tral station, who responded to a riot 
call, began the work of rescue. Four 
of the boys -were dead when extricated 
from their positionatthe bottom of the 
stairs. Others believed to have been 
fatally crushed were taken out as fast 
as they could be disentangled from 
their frenzied companions, who fought 
and clung to each other in desperation. 
The immense crowd of people from the 
business district, attracted by wild ru- 
mors, jostled about the bottom of the 
stairs and hampered the work of the 
police and ambulance rorps.

Will the President carry 
reform to the point of 
jeopardizing 


the success of the Republican party, 
or will he compromise and try to 
patch up a peace with the 
so-called 


'captains of industry,' who have for a 
number of years been running the 
Government in their own 
interest." 


As it has been .so it is likely to remain 
oh this critical issue. The "captains" 
hold the fort, and will continue to do 
so. That is where the spoils and the 
etceteras of patronage remain, with 
the political power necessary for their 
suitable distribution. Mr. Roosevelt 
talks loudly sometimes, 
but 
action 


does not follow. 


PEACH CROP 


Some Say It Is a Goner, Others Insist 


That No Damage Has Been Done. 


Reasons are Stated. 


Is the peach crop killed? 
Some say that it is; others declare 


that it ten't; you may 
take your 


choice. 


A prominent farmer from Franklin 


township says that in his section the 
cherry and peach trees are 
out far 


enough to have been greatly damaged 
by the below freezing weather of Sun- 
day and .Monday, but others 
insist 


that in mos^; instances the fruit is not 
far" enough advanced to have been ser 
iously affected. 


J. R. Johnson, a prominent fruit 


grower and horticulturalist of Coshoc- 
ton, says: 


"I don't think the peach crop has 


been harmed in the least. It is too 
early for great harm 
to have 
been 


done. The buds are not yet open but 
are wound up as tight as can be and 
the frost would have great difficulty 
finding an opening. I feel sure that 
peaches and apples are all right and 
reasonably sure about the plums aud 
cherries. True the latter in some in- 
stances are out in half-bloom, but they 
are fairly hardy and I do not look for 
bad results. 


"It is in May. when 
the young 


peach has shed its jacket, that frcst 
does the greatest damage. I am hop!-.- 
ful for a good crop this year. The 
winter has been a good one. 
there 


has been no sleet and ice this spring 
and the snow and cold weather just 
now is still too early to spoil things. 
We can tell definitely," however, in 
three or four days." 


Mr. Johnson furnished a report of 


the peach crop of the last twelve years, 
with the exception of 1899, as follows:

OF STONE BLOCKS FOR BUILDING 


IN NEWARK. 


Growing Industry 
on West 
Poplar 


Street Near Str.aitsville Rail- 


road Bridge. 


A growing industry of which Iho imi- 


joritj ot Newark people know little or 
nothing is the manufacture of artificial 
stone blocks for building purposes. I;i 
his travels a representative of the Ad- 
vocate chanced to run across the largo 
plant ol the Licking Art 
Stone and 


Consti uction 
company, located 
01, 


Y/est Poplar avenue, near the Straits- 
vitle raTiroad bridge. 


This concern 
makes all kinds ot 


building blocks in various sizes, de- 
signs and colors, in imitation of stone 
or the different kinds of marble. 


In the last few years this material 


has been used in many instances by 
builders and contractors to the prefer- 
ence of wood and brick, and as can be 
noticed in many parts 
of the city, 


Newark, is uot behind other cities in' 
the use of artificial stone blocks for 
building. 
A visit to this interesting 


plant, where stone is literally made 
from sand and cement, was made by a 
representative of the Advocate Mon- 
day, and proved very instructive. 


The base material of the block ?s 


the piece of artificial stone is called 
when completed, is of sand. This 
sand is secured from the bed of 
the 


creek nearby and is screened several 
times to remove the small pebbles and 
other foreign substance. One team is 
necessary for this work alone as such 
;i large quantity is used daily in the 
work. The next step in the manufac 
(urc is the mixing of the -sand with the 
cement. 
This is done in a large re- 


volving mixer, in which are measured 
by machinery the proper proportions 
of sand and cement for the composi- 
tion of the block. Just enough water 
is added at the same time to hold the 
substance together. From the mixer it 
is sfiovcled into :he mould machine, 
au<l thoroughly packed, after which it 
is removed Irom the mould and placed 
on iron racks. When full., the racks, 
which are on wheels are shoved into 
the tunnel shaped oven, where the 
blocks are steamed for 24 hours and 
thoroughly cooked. I'pon being taken 
from the oven the blocks are hard, 
like stone, and ready for the buildeis' 
use. 
'1 he process just 
described is 


unique and very interest ing. and the 
plant has visitors nearly every day. 
who desire to see how ilie artificial 
sionc is made.

First of all, it is declared in favor of: 


the idea that it will not be undertake-!! 
for the money there is in the business, 
but for the purpose of forcing unscrup- 
ulous brokers out of business, and af- 
fording at the same time relief to per- 
sons who in their legitimate 
business 


pursuits need recourse to places where 
th'ey ma'y obtain money on credit. 


More complaints than a tew against 


pawnbrokers who have tried to charge 
comparatively huge sums ot money for 
articles left with them on loans, and 
the hue and cry, after being cli^piss- 
ed by the police authorities, who claim 
the city ordinances 
do not warrant 


their interference, reached the atten- 
tion of several justices of the peace. 
Appeals were in some instances made, 
with the result that civil suits were 
started for the recovery 
of articles 


placed in pawn. Amumber of these re- 
ceived th'e attention of Justice George 
Dissette, who, relying on the stattitss 
of the state, was instrumental in tak- 
ing up many cases in which it 
"was 


proved to him that the rate of interest 
asl\ed was often twice as great as the 
value of the article itself, and in many 
instances three times the size of the 
Original loan, though the loan would 
not be for a longer 
term 
than two 


monttis.

succeeded in interesting a number of 
citizens in a plan for the formation ot 
a municTpal society which will loan 
small amounis of money at a reason- ;J* 
able rate of interest.

"When asked what he would do to- 


ward enforcement of the law where 
there are metropolitan police boards, 
the Governor replied: "You know my 
answer to that question or any simi- 
lar question. 
The law 
is on 
the 


statute books. 1 pledged myself and 
the people of the state that I would 
enforce the law. Of course, I will see 
to its enforcement as far as possible."

Black River Falls, Wis., April 18.—

Ac 
cording to a decision of the United 
States supreme court, it is believed, 
the town in which sick and poor In- 
dians reside must pay for their care as 
they would for any indigent citizen.

Resident Indian farm- 
er A. P. Jones is authority for the 
statement that consumption, unless 
stopped, will soon kill the-whole tribe.
